EARLY SPRING TOPICS 
Cattle and hog lice can do quite a bit of 
damage. At this time of the year the ani­ 
mals will be seen rubbing them selves and 
they look "mangey." Of course, this condi­ 
tion will cause the animals to lose weight 
and may cause infection. 
Benzine Hexachloride (BHC) or lindane is 
the insecticide of choice for this purpose. 
Generally one application is all that is nec­ 
essary but it may be repeated in 15 days 
to be on the safe side. 
Lindane should be uesd on dairy cows be­ 
cause BHC has a very musty odor and may 
be transmitted to the milk. 
Don't W ai t . . . Vaccinate Against Blackleg! 
This is the most likely time of the year to 
lose calves from blackleg for the following 
reasons. During the spring rains the bac­ 
teria may be washed to the surface and 
carried by running streams from one farm 
to another. Short grass causes the animals 
to graze closer to ihe ground and they are 
more likely to pick no 
^ bacteria. Cer­ 
tainly for the low price of 12c per head, 
you cannot afford to take a chance on 
blackleg. Don't wait, do it now.
